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KCC Enrollments Increase 
Whiie State Aid Decreases 


Michigan’s recession has been bittersweet for Kirtland 
Community College. 

Governcr Blanchard’s recent deferment of state aid to 
colleges may cost KCC $240,000 in revenues, yet the poor 
economic climate in the state helped boost the community 
college’s winter enrollment up 10 percent from last year. 

KCC, only one of five community colleges in the state 
operating on a one-mill property tax levy, relies more on 
state aid than 24 other community colleges which have 
higher local millages. 

Despite the large deferment in state aid that is expected 
to turn into a cut, KCC enrollment climbed. Dean of Students 
Williarn Ingleson said KCC is attracting a large number of 
“reverse students” - students from four year colleges who 
are coming back to KCC because of Kirtland’s low tuition. 
Normally, students attend the community college for one or 
two years and then transfer to the four-year institutions. 


Hanson Hills, Skyline in Full Swing 


After weeks of uncertain conditions, skiing is underway 
in full swing at Hanson Hills, west of Grayling, and Skyline, 
south of Grayling. 

At Hanson Hills, all five lifts will be operating with good 
conditions expected on all slopes following Tuesday’s 
snowfall. Barring another unusual turn in the weather, all 30 
miles of cross-country ski trails are expected to be tracked in 
anticipation of a big turnout of skiers this weekend in connec- 
tion with the Hanson Hills Poker Run. 

At Skyline, downhill ski conditions are reported to be ex- 
cellent with 8-10 inches of base on the slopes before Tuesday’s 
snowfall. All the hills are groomed and 11 rope tows along 
with a double chair lift will be operating this weekend. Dur- 
ing the week five tow ropes and the chair lift are in operation 
and night skiing is offered Wednesday, Saturday, and Sun- 
day. 

At Hanson Hills, night skiing is offered Monday night for 
adults and Thursday, Friday and Saturday nights. Nine 
slopes are lighted and one mile of cross-country trails are 
also lighted.

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22% of County Receiving Weifare

Approximately 22 percent of all Crawford 
County residents received some type of public 
assistance during December, 1982. 

Beverly Cuthbert, director of Crawford 
County Dept. of Social Services office, said in 
December 562 households received food stamps, 
271 families received Aid to Dependent Children, 
and 73 persons or families received general 
assistance benefits. 


Out of the 562 households, 272 were also 
receiving either ADC or general assistance. 

Dollar value of the food stamps given out in 
the county during December was $74,380. ADC 


and general assistance payments totalled 
$142,398. 

The number of persons receiving state aid in 
the county was about the same a year ago in 
December, 1981. The same total of households, 
362, were receiving food stamps, 279 families 
received ADC, and 70 persons received general 
assistance. 

The total of money given out, however, in- 
creased by about $35,000 in 1982. Food stamps, 
given out to the same number of households in 
both years, increased by more than $22,000. 

The state approved an increase in the 
amount of food stamps beginning in October, 
1982. Cuthbert said most eee don’t think of 


welfare in this way but the increase in food 
stamp allotments in October increased buying 
power in Crawford County since most of the food 
stamps are spent in stores here. She said this is 
one of the few ways our tax money is returned 
directly to the county. 


Public assistance drops slightly in the coun- 
ty during summer when employment figures 
traditionally rise. In July, 1982, 52 persons ob- 
tained general assistance - the state aid connec- 
ted closely with unemployment - compared to 73 
persons in December, 1982. ADC payments were 
received by 257 families in July compared to 271 
families in December.

No ‘33 Summer Taxes 
For South Branch Twp., 
Or Half of Beaver Creek

Residents in South Branch 
Township and the western 
portion of Beaver Creek 
Township will not switch 
over to summer school taxes 
in 1983 like the rest of Craw- 


if _ford County. 


All of South Branch and 
part of Beaver Creek is in- 
cluded in the Gerrish- 
Higgins School District 
which has decided not to ask 
for summer tax collection 
this year. 

Instead, the school district 
will hold a special dinner 
meeting March 2 for town- 
ship officials, county of- 
ficials, and anyone else con- 
nected with tax collections in 
the area to discuss summer 
school taxes for 1984. 


The Crawford AuSable 
School District elected to 
collect one-half of school 
taxes in the summer of 1983 
and the other half in the win- 
ter. South Branch and 
Beaver Creek residents in 
the Gerrish-Higgins School 
District will still pay their 
taxes all at once in the win- 
ter for 1983. 

Superintendent Hans Lant- 
zsch said Gerrish-Higgins 
wants to go slow and 
examine all the facts in- 
volved in summer tax collec- 
tions. They want input from 
the townships, who will 
probably be collecting the 
taxes, and they didn’t want 
to rush into any new tax 
collections with the economy 
really hurting in their 


district. 

Many northern schools 
have decided to go with 
summer collections splitting 
tax bills into two for summer 
and winter payments in or- 
der to save money on loans. 
Normally school districts 
have to borrow money to 
operate from September un- 
til December when tax funds 
begin coming in. Gerrish- 
Higgins, operating on a $3.5 
million budget for 1982-83, 
had to borrow $1.6 million 
this year at 11 percent in- 
terest. Paying back the in- 
terest will probably cost the 
school district $80,000. 

The new law allowing 
summer tax collections was 
signed in December and —

Gas deregulation a license 
to plunder and pillage 


If the Reagan administration’s insistence on 
deregulation of natural gas is based on allowing the 
marketplace to determine a reasonable return to the 
industry and a fair price to consumers, it just isn’t 
working. . 

More accurately, it isn’t working in the public 
interest. Gas producers and pipeline companies are 
doing just fine. 

Late last week two Texas pipeline firms that 
supply most of the natural gas that Consumers 
Power Company distributes in Michigan petitioned 
the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission for a 
price hike totaling $994 million annually. Some 35 
percent of Panhandle Eastern Corp., and Trunkline 
Gas Co. production goes to Michigan. The price hike 
would cost Michigan users some $400 million an- 
nually beginning March 1. 

Consumers, which is allowed to pass its energy. 
costs along to customers after a hearing before the 
state Public Service Commission, estimated the 
price hikes would raise the average customer’ s an- 
nial hill by £130, That falls on top of a SO percent 
increase this winter that hiked the average bill from 
$338 last winter to $460 this winter. 

The increases come with the gradual removal of 
federal price controls on gas. Under the existing 
schedule price controls will be completely removed 
in 1985. 

Not good enough, says Reagan and several 
members of Congress from the gas-producing 
states. They are pushing for immediate deregula- 
tion. 

No way. 

Complete deregulation of the natural gas in- 
dustry would amount to nothing less than a license 
to plunder and pillage. Not only would total 
deregulation be another devastating blow to Mich- 
igan residential users, but Michigan industry, 
already crippled in this miserable recession, would 
suffer horribly. More jobs lost. 

Fuzzy phrases like, ‘‘free competition in the 
marketplace’ and ‘“‘getting government out of 
business’ hair’’ have no real meaning here. Deregu- 
lation of a virtual monopoly simply cannot work. 
Leaving the public unprotected from an industry 
that has no real competition leaves us at the mercy 
of those who are not likely to show any. 

At the consumer level, there is no competition in 
the natural gas distribution business. We cannot 
pick and choose who we will buy gas from. Because 
of that, utilities like Consumers Power are 
regulated. There can be competition among the fir- 
ms that supply Consumers, but because of long- 
term purchase agreements, arranged to ensure 
adequate supplies, that competition is in name only. 
And the pipeline firms that supply gas to the 
utilities are also allowed to pass their costs along. 

Natural gas producers have been accused of 
selling high priced, deregulated ‘‘new”’ gas to the 
pipeline firms and capping the old wells where the 
price remains under federal control. We have no 
reason to doubt these reports. Pipeline firms have 
little incentive to comparison shop - they can pass 
their costs along. 

The huge price hikes sought by the Texas firms 
that supply Consumers are based on their purchase 
of expensive liquified natural gas from Algeria. The 
State of Michigan, Consumers and other groups 
have banded together in an attempt to end the pur- 
chase agreement that forces Michigan gas con- 
sumers to pay for the expensive Algerian gas. There 
are cheaper supplies available and no real shortage. 

In short, deregulation isn’t working. The 
deregulation theory purports to stabilize natural 
gas prices at fair competitive market value. It also 
is supposed to entice producers to develop more gas 
supplies and prevent a shortage. 

If true competition existed - if gas customers 
could shop around for the best deal - deregulation 
might work. Under the industry-controlled system 

we now have it will not. At least not in the con- 
sumer’s interest.

“Sacred Ground” — ‘Airplane ft’ 
“Peter Pan’? 
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New Democratic Governor James 
J. Blanchard has started to chip 
away at the state’s budget problems 
with an indefinite delay on $509.1 
million in aid payments to local 
governments and schools over the 
next two months, and an overall 
freeze in state jobs. 

Meanwhile, legislative leaders are 
calling for a unified effort by all in- 
volved to immediately solve the 
state’s soaring budget problems of 
over $750 million in deficits which 
could go as high as $1.9 billion con- 
sidering cash flow problems and 
past accounting procedures. 

One leader, namely Senate 
Majority Leader William Faust of 
Westland, has gone as far as of- 
fering a solution by proposing a 43 
percent increase in the personal in- 
come tax rate - from the current 4.6 
percent to 6.6 percent. That 
proposal could raise an additional $1 
billion during the remainder of the 
current fiscal year. 

Faust said that raising the state 
income tax is the quickest way to 
“pump money into the state coffers 
to shore up the quality of life in 
Michigan.” 

He added the state’s grave 
economic situation demands that 
the Legislature take action to get 
the state’s house in order so as not 
to experience bankruptcy or default 
and maintain the current bond 
rating. 

Newly elected House Speaker 
Representative Gary Owen of Yp- 
silanti declared that Michigan faces 
the most difficult time in its history 
and called upon the Legislature to 
show courage to ‘“‘do what we’re 
elected to do...lead and represent the 
people and not to follow,”’ 

While the Legislature was postur- 
ing on possible tax hikes, Blanchard 
was taking the hiring freeze and

payment delay actions. 

In making the announcement, he 
said the hold on aid payments will 
preserve options to reduce spending 
in those areas as well as give the 
state badly needed cash and the 
hiring freeze is only a preview of 
overall job reductions. 

The governor said deferrals in 
other grant payments may also be 
necessary. 

“T understand that the deferrals I 
have ordered may cause severe prob- 
lems and I regret that. Nevertheless, 
I am absolutely convinced these 
steps are indeed necessary as the 
first steps in facing the budget 
crisis.” 

Affected in the deferrals are pay- 
ments of $67.7 million each on 
January 15 and February 15 to 
colleges and universities, $14 
million in degree grants to private 
colleges, $216 million on February 1 
for K-12 schools and $33.2 million 
on February 1 to townships and 
counties and $110.5 million on 
February 28 in revenue sharing to 
those units as well as cities and 
villages. 

Only about $55 million of the 
deferrals are constitutionally ear- 
marked funds which must be even- 
tually be paid. 

Blanchard said the payment 
deferrals, a device employed last 
year by former Governor William G. 
Milliken when the state ran short. of 
cash, could turn out to be cuts. 

The hiring freeze will cap state 
employment at about 59,500 and 
Blanchard said he does not expect 
that level to be exceeded during his 
tenure as governor. 

“T want to make it plain that it is 
my firm conviction that we cannot 
solve our budget crisis without fur- 
ther reductions in the total number 
of state employees,”’ Blanchard said.
